TAIPEI. Formosa tAP) — Na­ 
tionalist Chinese antiaircraft gu ns 
on Qu emoy pu nctu ated the cease­ 
fire in the Formosa Strait this 
afternoon, firing on eight Commu ­ 
nist planes which flew over the 
offshore island. 
The Nationalist Defense Minis- 
; try said the Red aircraft did not 
attack and were not hit b y the 
Nationalist fire. They flew b ack 
toward the mainland. 
The Qu emoy antiaircraft b atter­ 
ies were the first gu ns to go off in 
the area since the Commu nists 
proclaimed 
a 
seven-day 
cease­ 
fire. effective 40 hou rs b efore. 
Ob servers in Taipei did not con­ 
sider the Qu emoy tru ce had'nec­ 
essarily b een b roken, since the 
earlier Commu nist annou ncement 
had spoken only of halting the ar­ 
tillery b omb ardment against b e­ 
sieged Qu emoy and the neighb or­ 
ing Nationalist islets.

President Declares 
U.S. Suspension To 
Continue At Present 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Unit­ 
ed States announced today that 
Russia 
has 
fired 
two 
nuclear 
weapons tests since this country 
halted testing. 
President Eisen­ 
hower said, 
however, 
that the 
American suspension will continue 
for the time being. 
In a statement, Eisenhower ap­ 
pealed to the Soviet government 
to join in a temporary ban on ex­ 
perimental nuclear explosions. 
At the same time he warned: 
“If there is not Shortly a corre­ 
sponding renunciation by the So­ 
viet Union (of testing), the United 
States will be obliged to reconsid­ 
er its position.” 
Announcement of the new nuc­ 
lear explosions in the Soviet Union 
was made by the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 
There was an implication in the 
AEC statement that the Soviets 
might have thought the two tests 
would not be detected, although 
this was merely a speculation. 
The AEC statement said: 
“The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion today announced detection of 
two nuclear weapons tests which 
occurred in the U. S. S. R. on 
Nov. I and Nov. 3, respectively. 
‘‘Both explosions were of rela­ 
tively low yield. They were con­ 
ducted at a test site in the south­ 
ern part of the U. S. S. R. rather 
than at the Novaya Zemlya test 
site north of the Arctic Circle 
where most of the tests in recent 
weeks have been held.”

said that “this continued testing 
by the Sovite Union has occurred 
despite the fact that negotiations 
for the suspension of testing of 
nuclear weapons have since Oct. 
31 been under way at Geneva.” 
The United States, he recalled, 
announced Aug. 22 that concur­ 
rently with the opening of the 
Geneva negotiations it would sus­ 
pend the testing for one year “un-

Russia suspended tests March 
31 and had not yet resumed them 
in August. Soviet scientists start­

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) - 
Drifting Station A’s 20 marooned 
men 
were 
snatched 
to 
safety 
Thursday night in a dramatic arc­ 
tic rescue carried out by the light 
of flares. 
All 20 of the rescued scientists 
and airmen were reported to be 
in excellent condition despite five 
days of isolation. 
They were stranded Sunday on 
the Arctic Ocean 300 miles from 
the North Pole when an unseason­ 
al polar storm ripped their mile- 
square ice floe apart. 
The scientific station they were 
maintaining was an International 
Geophysical Year project. 


A C123 from Thule, Greenland, 
guided only by flares set out by 
the men themselves, landed and 
hustled them aboard. There is no 
daylight during the arctic winter. 
The ll Air Force men and nine 
civilians will be flown to Thule 
and then to Ladd Air Force Base, 
Fairbanks, Alaska, the base of op­ 
erations for most of the civilians; 
and the home base for the Air 
Force personnel. 
The Air Force first reported 21 
men on the floe but later changed 
it to 20 when it was discovered 
that one airman, believed to be 
aboard the station, still was on 
leave. 


The 10-foot-thick ice floe, first 
manned as an IGY scientific sta­ 
tion in the spring of 1957, was 
ripped into two 1,000-foot-square 
pieces by the storm. 
The men were marooned on the 
campsite half. The runway used 
to supply the station was on the 
other half. 
The marooned men were in­ 
formed of the rescue plane’s ap 
proach by radio. They made a 
dash by small boats across a mile 
and a half of open water to the 
runway half of the island.

was engaged in a wide variety of 
IGY studies. 
The chief scientist was George 
Cvikanovich of Columbia Univer­ 
sity, New York.

Geneva Blast, 
Fire Loss Put 
At $100,000 


None Injured As 
Explosion Touches 
Off Downtown Blaze 


GENEVA, Ohio (AP)-An ex­ 
plosion touched off a fire that 
raced through two buildings in 
downtown Geneva early today. No 
one was injured. Damage was 
estimated 
unofficially 
at 
more 
than $100,000. 
The explosion, of undetermined 
origin, occurred as a cruiser of 
the Ashtabula County sheriff’s of­ 
fice was passing a two-story brick 
building housing Turner’s Restau­ 
rant. 
When Geneva firemen arrived 
a few minutes later the fire al­ 
ready was out of control, Fire 
Chief Edwin Jones reported. 
Jones said the restaurant and un­ 
occupied offices on the second 
floor were gutted. A three-story 
brick building next door, occupied 
by Central Hardware, Village Grill 
an appliance store and the Odd 
Fellows lodge, was almost destroy­ 
ed, the chief said. 
Jones gave the damage estimate 
which he said did not include 
water damage. 
Fire companies from eight com­ 
munities fought the blaze for three 
hours before it was brought under 
control. 
Geneva City Manager R. P. 
Salisbury said a heavy firewall 
protected a third building occupied 
by the Geneva Federal Savings 
and Loan Co. 
Salisbury said the explosion was 
at the rear of the restaurant, 
which was closed at the time. 
Shortly after the call went to 
the fire department across the 
street from the burning buildings, 
“The 
whole 
place 
burst 
into 
flame.” said Salisbury. “The fire 
must have hit a gas line because 
the front window blew out.” 
In a matter of minutes the sec­ 
ond building “was like a furnace.” 
Chief Jones said the fire “went 
right up into the third floor where 
the Odd Fellows have their lodge.” 
Roofs of both buildings caved 
in, and three walls on the first 
building collapsed.

U.S. Delays 
Shot At Moon 


Knock Cited; Reset 
Saturday Or Sunday 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—A strange knocking noise inside 
the missile early today caused 
postponement of the latest Air 
Force attempt to shoot a satellite 
around the moon. 
The huge Pioneer moon rocket 
glowed in the rays of floodlights 
for more than two hours in a driv­ 
ing rainstorm before the launch 
was called off at 12:34 a.m. 
The Air Force has two more 
chances to shoot for the moon this 
month — in the early morning 
hours of Saturday and Sunday and 
then only within a critical time 
period of 18 to 20 minutes. 
The time on a moon launching 
is critical because the earth and 
moon are in the opportune posi­ 
tion for just brief periods each 
day. 
If the missilemen fail to fire 
within the specified time, they 
will have to wait until early in 
December.

Refund Measure’s 
Legality Doubted; 
Test To Be Required 


The city income tax ordinance, 
“born” May I, will die officially 
at midnight Thursday. 
Although the death blow w a s 
dealt at the polls Tuesday, state 
law sets up the procedure that de­ 
termines the effective date of the 
demise. 
Curiously enough, it’s predicat­ 
ed on action of the County Election 
Board. 
The state law says an initiative 
ordinance adopted by the voters 
will become effective five days 
after the election result is certified 
officially by the County Election 
Board. 
The board started its official 
canvass of the returns Thursday 
morning. The count still is moving 
along on schedule, and the board 
expects it will be completed in 
time for the official certification 
to be made Saturday to Secretary 
of State Ted W. Brown at Colum­ 
bus. 
That means next Friday will be 
the effective date of an ordinance 
which voters adopted at the polls, 
repeaHng the income tax legisla­ 
tion enacted by Council late last 
spring. 
With the new ordinance becom­ 
ing effective Friday, the c i t y 's 
income tax law will die at mid­ 
night Thursday. 
Two mare initiative ordinances 
also will become effective F r i ­ 
day, but their constitutionary still 
has not been decided. 
One would require the city to 
refund all the money it has col­ 
lected in income taxes. The other 
would prevent Council from enact­ 
ing an income tax again without 
a vote of the people. 
From the outset, the administra­ 
tion contended the two were con­ 
trary to the Ohio Constitution. The 
showdown on refunds may move 
into the courts if someone files 
an application for the city to re­ 
turn his money.

Ohioans last y ear approv ed a proposal th at 
wou ld let certain larg e cou nties bring their 
g ov ernm ents u p to date by adopting ch arter 
form s of g ov ernm ent. 
This y ear, they whll hav e a chance to ap­ 
prov e a com panion proposal that wou ld ex ­ 
tend the 
sam e priv ileg e to m odernization 
g rou ps in sm aller cou nties. 
T hese steps are the log ical followu p to a 
m ov em ent th at beg an in this state m ore than 
25 y ears ag o. to perm it chang es in cou nty 
g ov ernm ent whose needs had ou tg rown the 
taws passed by the leg islatu re when m ost 
Ohioans liv ed on farm s and in sm all ag ricu l­ 


tu ral com m u nities. 
They no long er are opposed, becau se they 
are log ical. It is recog nized in Ohio and in 
all other states th at dispersal of u rban popu ­ 
lations ov er wide areas has created m any 
new problem s of g ov ernm ent th at can be 
solv ed only by au thorizing new approaches. 


TH ER E IS NO opposition to the m oderni­ 
zation plan on the ballot this y ear, other than 
th at offered by certain officeholders who are 
afraid they m ig ht lose their g rip on pu blic 
jobs they hav e been cling ing to throu g h thick 
and thin. Both candidates for g ov ernor are for 
the plan, which is m erely a perm issiv e au ­ 
thority for com m u nities to join tog ether in 
perform ing serv ices like fire protection, w ater 
su pplies and sew ag e disposal. 


This is State Issu e No, 1 on the ballot this 


y ear. 
The only thing th a t.m ig h t defeat it is the 
fact it is being ov ershadowed by the hotly 
controv ersial State Issu e No. 2 — the anti- 
u nion-shop proposal. It m ay not be clearly 


u nderstood. 
In form er tim es, there was a sharp div i­ 
sion betw een u rban and ru ral Ohionans on 
proposals for the benefit of cities. The div i­ 
sion has been obliterated by the nev er-ending 
dispersal of u rban popu lations and the ev er­ 
g rowing indu strialization of Ohio. 
There is no “ cornstalk bloc” any m ore to 
thw art the efforts of those who are try ing 
to m ake sense of the v ex ing problem s of pro­ 
v iding pu blic serv ices for m etropolitan areas. 
E v ery sing le one of the state’s cities today 
is su rrou nded for m iles in ev ery direction by 
bu ilt-u p areas whose residents need the serv ­

D am ag e of a third of a million dollars has 
been done to the hig h school bu ilding in 
Clinton. Tenn., w here John K asper showed 
the possibilities of v iolence ov er the school 
deseg reg ation issu e in 19 5 6 . 
W hether or not the dy nam iting of the hig h 
school bu ilding two y ears later is one of 
K asper's leg acies is a moot qu estion th at 
cannot be answ ered. Bu t the ev ent, occu rring 
at the heig ht of this y e a r’s ang ry debate 
ov er seg reg ation, is a g rim rem inder th at 
people w’ho blow u p school bu ilding s for spite 
can be cou nted on to ru n am u ck if g iv en 
enou g h encou rag em ent by bitter-enders in the 
seg reg ation issu e. 
Violence is both a lev er and a noose in the 
hands of the people who believ e in it as the 
best way to squ irm ou t of difficu lt places. 
Those who resort to it possess a powerfu l 
lev er ag ainst those who are try ing to m ain­ 
tain social order and dig nity , as was prov ed 
by Gov . Fau bu s of A rkansas in the Little 
Rock incidents of 19 5 7. when he inv ited v io­ 
lence by annou ncing th at he ex pected v io­ 
lence to occou r. 
Bu t those who resort to it pu t their heads 
In a noose by showing w hat they are capable 
o f doing and thereby stirring the m isg iv ing s 


of people who prefer to stop short of v iolence. 
This is a dilem m a for Sou thern seg reg a­ 
tionists doing ev ery thing in their power to 
g enerate bitterness and ang er. They w ant 
th'h th reat of v iolence as a lev er in their a t­ 
tem pts to create obstacles to integ ration, bu t 
with ra re ex ceptions they do not w ant v io­ 
lence to be practiced, for fear they wou ld 
becom e its v ictim s. 
In Tennessee, since the Clinton fu ror in 
19 5 6 , v iolence has been held in check. Bu t 
K asper, the white su prem acist, had shown 
how easy it wou ld be to g et- the bu lly boy s 
on the w arpath. A pparently , 
they 
learned 


their lesson well. 
People who like to blow u p bu ilding s are 
nev er hard to find. The trick is to keep 
them from doing w hat they are inclined to 
do any w ay : they are one of the headaches of 
g ov ernm ent. Any thing th at encou rag es them 
is a th reat to society as a wnole. 
It will be su rprising if there are not m ore

T here is no pleasu re and certainly no ela­ 
tion in Taipei, w here Chinese N ationalists say 
R ed China’s oUet to stop its bom bardm ent 
if the U nited States will stop conv oy ing su p­ 
plies and P rem ier Chiang Kai-shek will open 
direct neg otiations is a shabby trick. 
This illu strates the difference betw een U.S. 
policy and the aim of N ationalist China. It is 
wide, and it m ay be irreconcilable. 
N ationalist China w ants to reg ain control 
of m ainland China, if it can. If it cannot g o 
all the way , it w ants to rem ain in a m ilitary 
position to threaten the de facto g ov ernm ent 
of the m ainland. 
N ationalist China is a m ilitary g ov ernm ent 
in ex ile, m aintaining itself by m ilitary force 
on an island it su bdu ed by m ilitary force and 
hoping to retu rn to the Chinese m ainland by 
force. 
The U nited States, on the other hand, is 
dedicated to preserv ation of peace where- 
ev er peace ex ists and restoration of peace 
w herev er it has been distu rbed by w ar. 


IT IS NOT the objectiv es of m ilitarism that 
the United States and a like-m inded v oting 
m ajority in the United Nation presu m e to

u pon by C om m u nist radio station! 
throu g hou t the world as proof of 
A m erican disu nity .

Politics—petty partisan- 
sh[p__and the tem ptation to m ako 
an issu e ou t of w ar talk in th e 
new spaper headlines. It w as too 
m u ch for som e politicians to re ­ 
sist.

Losses in life 
and treasu re m u st then be incu r­ 
red any w ay . The im portant thing 
is, by a m anifestation of u nity and 
resolu teness, to prev ent w ar from 
breaking ou t in the first place. 
Opposition 
politicians 
in 
the 
Labor-Socialist party in G reat B rit­ 
ain are today play ing the sam e 
g am e as D em ocrats here in the 
U nited States. Yet, there are two 
conspicu ou s rem inders in history of 
how w eakness from within and dis­ 
u nity hav e led the potential enem y 
to decide it w as an opportu ne tim e 
to m ake w ar. 
Will history repeat itself now and 
will a third world w ar com e from 
the sam e m isg u ided cou nsels of 
ov erzealou s politicians inside the 
D em ocracies?

We are told u ntil ou r ears ring 


w hat is su pposed to happen ac­ 


cording to statistics and w hat did 


happen according to statistics. Bu t 
as to w hat really happens, we are 
still dependent on ou r own observ a­ 
tion. Most of w hat we hear is y am ­ 
m er. 
W eather, like adv ertising , is loc­ 
al, despite a scientific approach to 
w eather phenom ena that pu ts it 
on a broadly objectiv e basis of 
patterns, 
trends, 
g raphs 
and 
charts. 
R ainfall, 
winds, 
tem peratu res 
and clou diness are still thing s that 
happen to people, not to g au g es, 
m achines 
and 
records 
kept 
in 
books. 
Frost, which frequ ently is a loc­ 
al occu rrence, occu rs when thing s 
that are su sceptible to freezing 
are killed by freezing . It is of no 
consequ ence if the official report 
say s it did not freeze w^hen it actu ­ 
ally did freeze in a particu lar lo­ 
cality . 
The au tu m n frost season at the 
Tw illery beg an m any nig hts ag o. 
while official reports w ere insisting 
it had not y et beg u n to freeze. 
R eg ardless of tem peratu re read­ 
ing s, which m ay be affected in of­ 
ficial reports by a v ariety of local 
factors, it frosts when the w ind­ 
shields of cars standing in the open 
a re cov ered with ice at su nrise. 
Killing frosts occu r when zinnias, 
w h kh are sensitiv e to freezing , tu rn 
black after a cool nig ht. They oc­ 
cu r when in the fall when to- 
m atoe v ines wilt, or when the new 
leav es on straw berry plants and 
the new leav es on g rapev ines cu rl 
u p their toes and call it a nig ht 
in spring tim e. 
The first fall freezeu p occu rs 
w hen there is skin ice on the w at­ 
ering trou g h and when chickens 
peck disconsolately at the g lass- 
ov er su rface of w ater in their w at­ 
ering pans. W inter beg ins when 
au to radiators freeze. 
H u m idity in su m m ertim e, by this 
sam e m ethod of personal (observ a­ 
tion, is hig h when doors stick and 
windows a re h ard to open. It can 
be detected m ore accu rately by 
the sm ell of a dog than by per- 


centag es reported by the W eather 
B u reau , ju st as the pollen cou nt 
can be determ ined m ore reliably 
by the nu m ber and v iolence of 
sneezes in the first hou r after w ak­ 
ing than by any scientific report. 
W ind v elocity is hig h w hen the 
w eatherstripping on a door whines, 
or when a tree th at norm ally stands 
erect bends before wind pressu re. 
A wind is blowing at g ale v elocity 
when a hou se shu dders on its fou n­ 
dation. 
D rou th occu rs when the leav es 
on. field corn tu rn brow n a t the 
end. T here has been too m u ch 
rain when oat sprou ts look y ellow 
and when rose leav es show sy m - 
tom s of black-spot. 
It is a heat w av e when an old 
dog with sav v y dig s a hole in a 
thicket 
and 
spends 
the 
m idday 
hou rs cu rled u p in it. 
The w eather is inv ig orating when 
it inv ig orates, g loomy when it de­ 
presses m orale. Snow is deep when 
it stalls a standard-shift au tom obile 
equ ipped w ith snow tires.

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Savers vs. Spenders Iii Polities 


President Eisenhower has turned back his 
political clock to 1952. 
When the votes had been counted and 
predictions of a Democratic landslide con­ 
firmed last Tuesday, the President said the 
electorate had voted for spenders and he 
promised to fight for economy with all his 
strength 
in 
the last two years of 
his 
administration. 
The only way to stop diluting dollars, he 
said, is to stop spending. 


WHAT CAUSES Mr. Eisenhower, who ap­ 
parently had forgotten that he was elected 
six years ago as a budget-cutter, 
to 
be 
stressing 
his original theme in 1958? 
Could it be that at long last the Republican 
party, which has been floundering with a me- 
too policy of outspending the spenders who 
dominate the Democratic party, is going to 
return to a sound-dollar position? 
In the two-party system, when it is working 
properly, one party proposes and the other 
party opposes. Every hint of bipartisanship 
on a controversial policy is scotched on sight, 
because there is no place for bipartisanship 
in a genuine two-party system. Every pro­ 
posal must win on its own political merit in 
an unrigged showdown. 
The two-party system has been suspended 
on spending. 
Both parties have been watering down the 
value of dollars with support for schemes and 
projects to make voters think Washington 
owns a money tree. 
Both parties have been spending not only 
everything the government could collect but 
plunging the government into debt to main­ 
tain the happy illusion of an endless supply 
of cash. 
Does a school district need another build­ 
ing for the children its adults are raising? 
Is it a bitter pill to swallow another tax 


levy? How’ about letting Washington supply 
the money, instead of raising it 
locally? 
That’s the old refrain of the spenders. 
Washington would 
love 
to 
supply 
the 
money. It doesn’t have it on hand, but it 
can always print some more by issuing a 
few more billion dollars’ worth of bonds and 
selling them for ready income, repayable in 
the indefinite future, plus interest and handl­ 
ing charges. 


THAT HAS BEEN the style. What used to 
be called “cheap money” when William Jen­ 
nings Bryan was watering down the dollar, 
today is called inflation, which means de­ 
flating what a dollar will buy in order to 
fool millions of people into believing more 
dollars will make up the difference. 
It seems to work, for a while, especially in 
relation to politics. Harry Hopkins may or 
may not have quipped, “Spend and spend, 
elect and elect,” but it was worthy of his 
intellect. 
The catch is that spending finally sows an 
inflationary whirlwind that whisks away the 
security of all persons on fixed incomes. It 
is ruinous to savers, who have had no voice 
in federal policy-making since the early ’30s 
when the spending spree began. 
Among the savers are, by necessity, all 
citizens w h o are approaching or have 
reached retirement age, all teachers and 
public employes, all small-income Ameri­ 
cans. They are a formidable bloc in politics, 
and they have found a voice — Dwight Eisen­ 
hower’s. They hope this time he will shout 
their plight from the housetops. 
Inflation is wiping them out — and they 
go to the polls and vote on Election Day, too. 
They will be there in 1960. after the new wave 
of spenders has washed away even more 
dollar purchasing power by spending more 
money the federal government doesn’t have.

Confusion Is being added to confusion by 
people who are trying to put U.S. interven­

In person and 
in pictures Nelson seemed to flash some of 
the qualities of Rock Hudson, Perry Como, 
Bob Turley, Ike Eisenhower and Art Linklet- 
ter. He got the votes of all “if I Had A Mil­ 
lion” fans, millions of women and all voters 
who enjoy the novel experience of helping the 
extremely rich get along. 
Many voters liked Harriman, but felt that 
Rockefeller would be of greater assistance in 
case of an empty gas tank. There was also 
a wide belief that in case of serious state 
financial troubles Rockefeller would step in 
and handle the problem through a foundation 
with suitable endowment 
funds. 
The very 
name “Rockefeller” is associated in the mass 
mind with skyscrapers, radio centers, de luxe 
skating rinks, oil, gas, the effort to keep the 
Dodgers in Brooklyn and Rockefeller Center’s 
biggest Christmas tree on earth. It suggests 
bigness. 


THIS IS THE first time a member of the 
Rockefeller family has sought to take over 
the Albany State House, and his supporters 
thought he might establish a chain of them 
with self-service public benefits, and green 
stamps. 
The Democratic sweep in many places is 
being explained in various ways, but it prob­ 
ably reflected 
widespread 
disappointment 
with Canaveral moon rockets, Ike’s golf score, 
COP ghost writers, coupled with belief that 
under Democrats more new autos would adopt 
the swivel seat. Or it may mean that so many 


always could be relied on to fight for its 
friends and against its friends’ enemies. 
There is danger in this rationalization, be­ 
cause it ignores the issue of intervention in 
Lebanon last July, which was whether the 
United States had a moral right to do what 
it did—not only to the Lebanese but to the 
Middle East and, not least, to its own people. 
Half a century ago when U S. Marines 
were being ordered here and there to bring 
stability to the banana republics of Latin 
America, they were eminently successful. 
They brought tranquility to many troubled 
countries. They shored up the underpinning 
of many a wobbly government. They got re­ 
sults. 
But they violated the American principle of 
nonintervention, and eventually it was more 
important to save the principle than to con­ 
tinue the practice that was making a mock­ 
ery of it. 
To this day, Latin Americans can be in­ 
furiated by reference to U.S. intervention— 
and it will be many long days into the future 
until the Middle East forgets and forgives 
U.S. intervention in Lebanon last July.

And in the beginning, exact­ 
ly 15 years ago, there was Sidney 
Hillman. 
It all started on a dog-day in 
Washington on the afternoon of Ju­ 
ly 7, 1943. 
It began at a special meeting of 
the full CIO Executive Board in 
their old headquarters. 


THAT SOFT Scottish - burred 
voice of president Phil Murray an­ 
nounced a new group — something 
called the CIO Political Action 
Committee. 
* , 
It would have five members. Its 
chairman would be Sidney Hill­ 
man. president of the Amalgamat­ 
ed Clothing Workers Union. 
When 
Phil Murray later de­ 
scribed PAC, whose significance 
was little noticed even by the 
militant union chiefs who approved 
it in the still and stifling Wash­ 
ington heat, he said: 
“It is the function of the com­ 
mittee to conduct a broad and in­ 
tensive program of education for 
the purpose of mobilizing the five 
million members of CIO and en­ 
listing the active support of all 
other trade unions — AFL, rail­ 
road brotherhoods and unaffiliated, 
for effective labor action on the 
political front.” 
There was one man who saw the 
inherent force it could give labor. 
That was Sidney Hillman. Ten 
days after that board meeting, he 
hit the road out of Philadelphia 
with his public 
relations 
aide, 
Dick Rohman, and a lawyer. 
The Democratic party never was 
the same again. The trio moved 
through Chicago, Birmingham, De­ 
troit, Minneapolis, out to the coast 
and 
back. 
Everywhere, 
t h e y 
sought new faces. 


THEY FOUND one in Minnea­ 
polis. He soon became one of the 
vocal, mellifluous, militant young 
thunderers who were to sweep the 
high-button shoe, bowler hat tradi­ 
tionalists out of control of much 
of the Democratic party. He was 
a young educator by the name of 
Hubert Humphrey. 
When Hillman met Humphrey on 
that first reconnaissance sweep, 
the labor leader dispatched word 
to Washington that Humphrey’s 
Democrats should merge with the 
Farmer-Labor party. 
They did. In a short time Humph­ 
rey, who had lost one race for 
mayor of Minneapolis by over 4,- 
000 votes, won the next campaign 
by more than 30,000. 
Today Sen. Humphrey is welding 
his machine together for the fight 
for the presidency of the U.S. 
Back from that trip, Hillman re­ 
ported to the President of the U.S. 
and the president of the CIO.

A Time For Thought

WASHINGTON 
The Democrats had better watch 
their steps. 
They’re riding high after Tues­ 
day’s elections, with visions of a 
repetition in 1960. But they face 
problems these next two years. 
So does President Eisenhower in 
dealing with them. 
These past two years the Demo­ 
crats have outnumbered the Re­ 
publicans 49-47 in the Senate, and 
235-200 in the House. In the next 
two years they’ll outnumber them 
62 to 34 in the Senate, and at least 
281 to about 153 in the House. 
With these overriding majorities 
In both houses they’ll be in a far 
better position to shape and put 
through the kind of programs they 
want. And, if Eisenhower falters 
in his leadership, they may wind 
up doing most of the leading. 
But these big majorities mean 
they’ll also have to take more re­ 
sponsibility for any failures to put 
through Congress what the people 
want. When their margin over the 
Republicans was smaller, the two 
parties could blame each other for 
what went wrong. 
By the same token, of course, 
the Democrats can claim more 
credit for the good things. It would 
seem that by sticking together on 
programs with voter appeal the 
Democrats can grease their way 
towards the 1960 elections. 
But the balance among the Dem­ 
ocrats —■ between Southern con­ 
servatives and more liberal North­ 
erners and Westerners — was 
changed Tuesday in favor of the 
latter. 
This may mean sharper in-fight­ 
ing between the two groups, and 
it certainly will in the field of civil 
rights. The spectacle of Demo­ 
crats split and wrangling won’t in­ 
crease their 1960 appeal. 
And no matter how good the 
Democrats’ legislative record is 
these next two years, there’s still 
a chance the party will split wide 
open at the 1^60 convention over 
civil rights. 
If that happens — lf the South­ 
erners walk out or rally around a 


third party in the South — the 
door is opened for a Republican 
victory. The Southern members of 
Congress will think twice before 
letting that happen. For this rea­ 
son: 
In 
this 
Democratic 
Congress 
Southerners hold a majority of the 
committee chairmanships, which 
are prize plums. They'd lose the 
chairmanships if the Republicans 
won. 
From the standpoint of party 
harmony the Democrats are lucky 
to have as their leaders — Sen. 
Lyndon Johnson in the Senate and 
Speaker 
Sam 
Rayburn 
in 
the 
House — two Texans who are two 
of the best congressional generals 
in this century. 
They’re real pros. If anyone 
could 
keep 
the 
party 
rolling 
smoothly, they should. But it’s go­ 
ing to be tougher for them to call 
the shots these next two years 
than in the past two because they 
have more Democrats to handle 
now. 
Because of their Tuesday vic­ 
tory the Democrats — if they stick 
together — are in a more domi­ 
nant position than in any Congress 
since early New Deal days to tell 
a president what kind of programs 
he can have, and how much. 
For just that reason Eisenhower 
— if he hopes to get his programs 
through — will have to work even 
harder at getting along with the 
Democrats. He’s been pretty suc­ 
cessful at it ever since they took 
control of Congress in 1954. 
But, since he’ll have to try to 
get along, he won’t be in a posi­ 
tion to play partisan politics with 
the Democrats. So the Republi­ 
cans, if they hope to find leader­ 
ship that will carry them to vic­ 
tory in 1960, must look elsewhere 
than to Eisenhower these next 
years. 
And Vice President Nixon, even 
though he has presidential ambi­ 
tions, can’t very well take a rough 
role with the Democrats while 
Eisenhower plays it nice. 
The 
Democrats are not dumb enough 
to stand for a double-play at their 
expense.

It h a p p e ned 
against Taft in 
19 10, against 
Hoover in 1930

against David Lawrence 
Truman in 1946 just after World 
War II ended. 
This time it was a two-fold dis­ 
content. It involved not only eco­ 
nomic issues such as unemploy­ 
ment, cost of living and high taxes, 
but a l s o emotional resentments 
over several questions unrelated to 
the economic controversies of the 
day. 
Millions of conservatives on the 
Republican side didn’t vote. They 
were alienated by so-called “mod­ 
ern Republican” doctrines which 
they consider radical or by the use 
of federal troops in the Little Rock 
schools or by bitterness stirred up 
in some states during the anti- 
McCarthy battle. 
New Jersey lost a chance to 
elect a Republican senator and so 
did Wisconsin because of the deep­ 
seated friction over some of these 
emotional questions. 
In Utah, due to a party split, 
Sen. Watkins, Republican, 
w h o 
was chairman of the Senate com­ 
mittee that “censored” Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy, was defeated. The com­ 
bined vote of the two Republican 
candidates exceeded that of the 
winning Democrat. 
Several members of the House on 
the Republican side lost votes in 
those rural districts of Missouri, 
Kentucky, West Virginia and Mary­ 
land where voters condemned the 
tude on enforced integration in 
the schools. 


THE REPUBLICAN, for examle 
who won in the 
10th 
Congres­ 
sional District of Virginia, J o e l 
Broyhill, did so largely because in 
the opinion of many voters, he ap­ 
peared to be on the segregation 
side of the argument. 
At Little Rock, by a remarkable 
“write-in” vote launched in the 
last IO days of the campaign, a 
segregationist candidate, Dr. Dale 
Alford of the school board, running 
as an independent, defeated Rep. 
Brooks Hays, Democrat, a veteran 
of eight terms in the House. As 
for any gains for the 
republican 
party among the Negro voters in 
the North, these were a l m o s t 
negligible. 
The “recession” really beat the 
Republicans. Farm income has de­ 
clined in recent years. This hurt 
the Republicans in the M i d d l e 
West. 
Although business has been im­ 
proving slowly, the upward move­ 
ment still wasn’t adequate to over­ 
come the economic discontent, es­ 
pecially in farm states like Nebras­ 
ka, Iowa, Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
and also in California, Michigan, 
Indiana, Ohio and Illinois, where 
the unemployment issue was al­ 
most as much a vote-getter for the 
opposition party as it was when 
Franklin Roosevelt s w e p t the 
country in 1932 due to the depres­ 
sion of that period. 
None of this can be said to have 
been unexpected. When the “re­ 
cession” began to make its ap­ 
pearance in 1957, and the Federal 
Reserve Board started curtailing 
bank credit, this correspondent in

The most important chemical re­ 
action on earth, without which 
there would be no life, is called 
“photosynthesis.”

HERE IS the appraisal made 
as of Oct. 27, 1957 — a little m ort 
than a year ago: 
“If the elections were held to­ 
day, The Republicans would elect 
fewer than IOO members of the 
House — almost as low a number 
as they had after the 1932 election, 
when Franklin Roosevelt won his 
first term.

The election this week would ap­ 
pear to have brought the Repub­ 
lican total in the House down from 
200 to around 153 as compared to 
282 for the Democrats. 
The Senate Republican total has 
gone down from 47 to 34 as com­ 
pared with 62 for the Democrats. 
But for the intensive effort of 
the President and vice president in 
the last few weeks, the results 
might have been as bad for the 
Republicans as were outlined by 
this writer a year ago. 
The Republican party’s wounds 
will not soon be healed. Nelson 
Rockefeller’s victory in New York 
State for governor — due largely 
to his winning personality — will 
give the promoters of dissension 
among Republicans still more op­ 
portunity to cry out that a New 
Deal or “modern Republican” ap­ 
proach and a big spending program 
is the best way for the Republican 
party to get votes and not by the 
sound economics preached by the 
conservatives. 


THE 
REPUBLICANS did not 
have enough money in the na­ 
tional campaign this time. Many 
conservatives 
who 
h a v e 
con­ 
tributed generously in the past 
were alienated. Some came back 
at the last minute. 
Money, of course, cannot buy a 
national election. But the labor 
unions which poured millions of 
dollars into the campaign in key 
areas throughout the country in 
the form of services of precinct 
workers and expensive publicity on 
television, radio and billboards, did 
an effective job in getting indif­ 
ferent voters to the polls. 
The right-to-work issue in several 
states, especially Ohio, brought out 
a big labor union vote because the 
proposal 
was 
misrepresented by 
the labor unions as a measure that 
would eliminate the union shop. 
This misleading phrase was used 
to give the impression that the law 
would actually prohibit the continu­ 
ance of unions. The federal law, 
of course, guarantees a major­ 
ity of union members legal recogni­ 
tion as a bargaining agent for all 
members of a shop and state laws 
can’t take this away. 
The right-to-work law for states, 
on the other hand, concerns the 
right of the minority as individuals 
to resign as a protest which in­ 
cludes the right to quit paying 
dues to a g a n g s t e r • dominated 
union. 
The issue is far from dead, as 
it will be noted that Sen. Barry 
Coldwater, 
Republican champion 
of right-to-work iaws, won a de­ 
cisive victory in Arizona, though 
he was the target of heavy attack 
by the labor unions. 
The f i g h t for liberalism and 
democracy inside the labor unions 
has just begun, and the fight for 
sound conservative principles in 
the policies of our national govern­ 
ment will have to be pressed more 
vigorously than ever before inside 
both political parties, if an infla­ 
tionary crash and a real depres­ 
sion, due to unbalanced budgets 
and excessive spending, are to be 
prevented.

Greyhounds 
ISor mal After 
1-Day Strike 


CLEVELAND (AP) - Eastern 
Greyhound Lines returned to nor­ 
mal operations today following a 
one-day wildcat strike which halt­ 
ed bus service in 20 northeastern 
states. 
The end of the strike came after 
tentative agreement on a two- 
year contract to replace one that 
expired last Friday. It affects 3, 
400 drivers, terminal and main­ 
tenance employes represented by 
12 local unions of the Amalgamat­ 
ed Assn. of Street, Electric Rail­ 
way and Motor Coach Employes. 
A delay in announcing the agree­ 
ment delayed resumption of opera­ 
tions for several hours Thursday. 
Terms of the agreement are sub­ 
ject to ratification by the mem­ 
bership. It provides for raising the 
mileage pay rate for drivers from 
a scale of 9.8 and 9 85 cents per 
mile to 10.3 cents per mile the 
first year and 10.5 cents per mile 
the second year of the contract. 
The agreement also includes in­ 
creases of eight cents an hour each 
year for hourly rated drivers plus 
wage hikes for hourly rated ter­ 
minal and maintenance employes 
of IO cents the first year and eight 
cents the next year. The latter 
class of workers averaged about 
$2.54 an hour. 
Other benefits are improved hol­ 
iday pay and sick leave and health 
and welfare, plus a fourth week of 
vacation for employes with 25 
years service.
